cause water which formerly ran into 
its power canal has been diverted in- 
to the main channel of the 
river. 


Mayor A. J. McKay said this noon 
that the plant will be idle until tem- 
porary repairs can be made and this 
will require several weeks. The locks 
and canal cannot be repaired 
and 


navigation resumed inside of several 
months.

HP sits at the cabinet table twics a 
week and it is reported that he had 
•very little to say there. 
He is most- 


ly a listener but his meditations are 
none the less constant. 
And so the 


speech which the vice president made 
at the graduation exercises of Ameri- 
can university here this week was 
"TV-tvl to aurat' attention "*£>•:>,.*-.! it 
is fair to assume there was nothing 
deliberately significant about th« mak- 
ing of it. 
Mr. Coolidge is too dis- 


creet to go about making 
indiscreet 


speeches. 


But Mr Coolidge wa.s an advocate 


of international co-operation before 
he was nominated for the vice-presi- 
dency and be kept on being an advo- 
cate of it during the presidential cam- 
paign of 1920 and it is a noteworthy 
fact that he believed in ratifying the 
Versailles treaty including the league 
covenant 
with 
reservations. 
And 


now after a year and a half of silence 
on the part of the administration as 
to the pledge made in the campaign of 
1920 for an association of nations, Mr. 
Coolidge indicates that he wishes the 
public to believe that the administra- 
tion of which he is no 
unimportant 


spokesman has not forgotten 
that 


pledge.

"The lessons of the great conflict 


have not gone unlearned. 
There is 


a general admission throughout the 
oarth of a mutual relationship and a 
mutual responsibility.

terms, is, at least, the attempted ex- 
pression of a noble

This is the first public praise from a 


member of the Harding 
administra- 


tion of the ideal which an American 
president sought to have his 
own 


country adopt. 
Then as it might be 


thought that Mr. Coolidge was lacking 
in praise for what Mr Wilson's suc- 
cessor hag done for international co- 
operation, Mr. Coolidge remarks brief- 
ly:"The four power treaty and the cov- 
enants of the limitation of armaments 
all are expressive of an even higher 
and nobler aspiration and an even 
firmer reliance upon reason as the 
foundation for all peace." 


Except for Mr. Coohdge's 
speech 


there has been nothing from the ad- 
ministration to indicates whether the 
association of nations idea is yet to be 
carried out by Mr. Harding though 
sundry hints dropped in official quar- 
ters would gn>> the impression that 
enough has been done in that direction 
hy America through the recent Wash- 
ington conference. 
The tendency of 


the administration is to prajse the ob- 
jectives and the ideals of international 
organizations without favoring Ameri- 
can membership in what is character- 
ized here as "rigid and "formal insti- 
tutions." 


The failure of the Genoa conference 


was of course regretted here hut it. 
like other European conference has 
done much to dampen the ardor of the 
present administration for even that 
small measure of international co- 
operation which a year ago it 
was 


thought sure would be vouchsafed by 
the president and secretary of state 
without joining in any league or as- 
sociation of nations. . Mr. Collidge's 
speech is the first word of admiration 
for the league of nations spoken in tt 
long time and coming as it does at a. 
time when there i$ a lull in Ameri- 
can interest in European conferences 
the utterance has been a source of en- 
couragement to those who steadfastly 
believe Mr. Harding before,thp end of 
his administration will attempt co- 
operation with the powers

liminary and that by next winter the buy- 
Her must expect to pay ST.oO more for an 
•-overcoat and from 85 to ?lo more for a 
$uit of clothes. 


The New York "World, though a par- 


"tisan paper, has. it -would seem, per- 
formed a. general public service in bring- 
Tng the facts regarding the new wool 
'Schedule, and its advance effpcts. out into 
•the open. 
The manufacturers of woolen 


goods will, it is declared, take more than 
'S300.000.000 in added profits from the 
-.[American people by their adroit method 
of pyramiding the new duties on raw 
"•wool. 


Like, some other features of the bill 


•which — principally due to public ignor- 
ance of its technical aspects—is sliding- 
through the senate, this wool schedule is 
"being defended as ''protection for the 
American farmer." 
The American far- 


mer will not bp thankful for a protection 
•which serves only to inflate the price of 
every article of clothing he buys. Two- 
thirds of the wool has regularly come 
from abroad: when an absolutely prohibi- 
tive rate is set up against it. the supply is 
restricted to the home woolen monopoly 
and the manufacturers are thereby priv- 
ileged and 
licensed to profiteer on the 


public as they please. 


This is not protection. 
Tt is tribute 


taken by a group of manufacturers from 
the whole population of a nation, and if 
passed it will have been aided, abetted 
and in fact made possible by the represen- 
tatives of that same population. 
A truly 


protective tariff-would protect the produc- 
er and then open to foreign wool s fair 
chance on our markets at a price vrhir-h 
ftvould allow the home manufacturer a 
Treasonable instead of a monopoly profit, 
fcid would prevent unjustified rises in 
price at a time -when the cost of living 
ehould be continuing right on down.

He knows that the Philippines 


are agitating, 
thoueh in an orderly 


i'ashion. fof independence: and that the 
only sure road to it is proof that they are 
able, financially as well as otherwise, to 
fulfill properly the functions of a free and 
respectable nation. 


If this is tyranny, it is for the good of 


the Filipinos and they know it. 
The rule 


of -Spain from which Dewey freed them 
was its exact opposite, stifling all econo- 
mic life and restricting trade to the 
amount required to pay the government 
expenses. 
The United States is urging 


the islanders to self-reliant economic gov- 
ernment, t pa chine them its requirements 
of self-control and conservative manage- 
ment of expenditures while encouraging 
every form of legitimate business and 
com- 


merce. 


If Wood has his way the Filipinos will 


build their monument to Admiral Dewey 
when they are self-respe'-tingly able to pay 
for it.

to Section 1747-M of the Wisconsin 
statutes, know as the trading stamp 
law, the use by any 
manufacturer, 


packer or dealer of any form of trad- 
ing stamp is absolutely forbidden -with 
the sale of any goods, wares or mer- 
chandise, unles; such trading stamp 
bear upon its face-a stated cash value 
and be redeemable only in cash for 
the amount stated on the stamp upon 
presentation in amounts aggregating 
25 cents or over of redemption value 
and only by the persons, firm or cor- 
poration issuing the same. 


It is said that a swarm of agents, 


many of them representing firms out- 
side of Wisconsin, is at work through- 
out fhe state inveigling dealers by 
their artful tongues into a violation of 
the law. 
These agents are inducing 


dealers to pay them good money for 
something which cannot be lawfully 
used in the state. 
At the same time 


they are confronted with prosecution 
for violation of the law if they make 
use of the trading stamps for which 
they have paid. 


It was'' the evident intention of the 


legislature of the state to outlaw the 
•whole trading stamp business except 
the. rare instances of plain 
merit. 


Under the terms of the law a trading 
ptamp is not redeemable except for 
cash.
